Agree on Release 
Of Troop Totals 

Senator Tom Connelly of Texas 
has declared that the U.S.A. 
agrees that complete information 
on troop d sppsitions should be 
made public before the United Na¬ 
tions Assembly. Mr. Molotov had 
proposed disclosing of information 
on Allied troops and bases in non¬ 
enemy territory. Mr. Connolly 
thought that there should be a re¬ 
port on all troops throughout the 
world, whether in enemy or non¬ 
enemy states or at home. 

Sir Alexander Cadogan agreed 
with Mr. Connelly that there 
-should be time given to study the 
question. Mr. Molotov said Russia 
was ready to give full data on her 
troops at home but insisted that 
this be linked with Russia’s four 
point limitat.on of arms plan. 

Mr. Molotov’s new resolution 
proposed that the U.N. members 
give the following information: 

1. Where and in what numbers 
troops are located on non-enemy 
territory. 

2. At what points in en^my 
slates and in what numbers Allied 
troops are located. 

3. At what points in these ter¬ 
ritories air and naval bases of Al¬ 
lied states are located and size of 
garrisons -in such bases. 

4. The information should ap¬ 
ply to the situation as of Nov. 1, 
11*46. 

Then extemporaneously he broad 
ened the question to include data 
on troops at home. He said the 
Soviet government was ready to 
accept proposal in this respect and 
to conclude agreements to this ef¬ 
fect.

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YOUR MERCHANT AND YOU 


This week The Advocate is again the medium 
through which the merchants and businessmen of 
Vulcan extend the season’s greetings to their cus¬ 
tomers and friends. In a small town such as Vulcan 
these greetings carry a warmer and more sincere 
message- than the same thoughts through the col¬ 
umns of a city daily, for in such a town as ours the 
merchant or businessman knows personally the 
great majority of his patrons. They are his neigh¬ 
bors—the people he associates with in many activi¬ 
ties apart from his own business—and his tradi¬ 
tional message to them has a personal meaning and 
touch. 

In these days of short supply and great demand 
your local merchant or dealer has not always been 
able to give you the service he would like to give, 
but this is a country-wide condition and nowhere 
will you get the interested and helpful service that 
you get in your own home town. .Out-of-town 
Luyers would quickly snap up aH hard-to-get items 
if local merchants did not conserve them for their 
local customers, and yet how often is this service 
appreciated ? 

The small town merchant, in these days of un¬ 
official rationing, has a thankless job on his hands. 
As he sends out his message of good wishes and 
appreciation of your patronage it would be com- 


fortiing if he knew that he too was the recipient of 
the season’s best wishes and that his efforts on 
behalf of his customer-friends are appreciated. 

INVISIBLE TARIFFS 

VI/HEN Canadian and American trade negotiators 
" get their feet under the same table this fall 
there.must be some some plain speaking. U, S. 
spokesmen since the war have been loudly champion¬ 
ing freer trade. They have, and rightly, blamed a 
good deal of the world’s pre-war trouble and misery 
on the crazy barriers against international trade, 
barriers that kept cheap and needed goods out of 
scores of countries and encouraged sky-high do¬ 
mestic costs. 

What these spokesmen have failed to mention or 
admit, however, is that their own United States was 
one of the. greatest offenders, not only in direct and 
excessive tariffs but in something even more ef¬ 
fective in keeping the other fellow’s goods out, fan¬ 
tastic customs, regulations and administration. 

So completely did the latter block imports of 
many Canadian manufactured goods, that for years 
industrial commissioners have been quietly advis¬ 
ing those who contemplated building factories in 
this country with a view to exporting to the U.S. 
that they might as well save their money. Even if 
the visible tariff looked reasonable or possible, there 
was still the other, the “invisible” tariff of customs 
jokers, hidden classifications, quarantines, delays, 
special appraisals, valuations etc. With some sen¬ 
sible reform it is estimated there might be Jobs for 
another 100,000 industrial workers in Canada. 

Our negotiators must make very sure that any 
concessions offered by the United States are real 
concessions, that imposing percentage cuts in the 
general American tariff are not to be completely off¬ 
set by this invisible tariff, that there is a complete 
change of heart on the part of those who administer 
the U.S. customs.—Financial Post. 


More Sugar But 
At Greater Cost 

(Financial Post) 

Early next year, Canadians may 
expect a further 10% increase in 
their sugar ration and may also 
expect to pay a little more for 
what they buy. 

That sugar prices throughout 
the world are rising and it may 
not be long before the increase 
will find its way into consumer 
pockets. The governing factor is 
probably the two-year Cuban con¬ 
tract with the United States. 
Though this contract is for a fixed 
price of between 3% and 4 cents a 
pound, it has attached to it an es¬ 
calator clause geared to U.S. cost 
of living. The clause is retroactive, 
which means that Canada will 
shortly get a bill for supplies al¬ 
located and used during the last, 
-quarter. 

Canada now gets two thirds to 
three quarters of its supplies from , 
Empire sources. But it is the Cu¬ 
ban contract which largely influen¬ 
ces prices in other comparable 
plantations. As w^l, Cuban plan¬ 
ters are raising a row because 
sales to other governments are at 
world prices of seven to eight 
cents a pound. The Canadian Gov¬ 
ernment is expected to dip into its 
sugar trading profits to meet some 
of the increase now expected; but 
sooner or later (possibly by the 
year end), sugar prices in Canada 
should rise. 

Canadian consumption in 1946 
will average 73 to 76 lbs. per capi¬ 
ta compared with 100 lb. pre-war. 
Consumption in the last quarter 
will be at the rate of 78 lb. £ year

Claims Error Re Income Tax 
Offer To Wheat Farmers 


Many farmers who early in 1945 
took advantage of an offer promis¬ 
ing certain income tax concessions 
in return for immediate delivery 
-of back-crop wheat are now learn¬ 
ing, according to a statement re¬ 
leased by the Alberta Federation 
of Agriculture, that the income tax 
department refuses to abide by 
.the otfer and claims the announce¬ 
ment of the concessions was in 
error. 

The A.F.A. statement in part 
follows: 

The Alberta Federation of Agri¬ 
culture has been attempting to get 
a ruling from the income tax de¬ 
partment that will remove a very 
unfair condition that developed- 
during the war years with respect 
to wheat farmers. 

During the last number of years 
the farmer has been selling his 
wheat on a delivery quota basis. 
In 1942 and 1943 -this quota only 
allowed him to sell a portion of his 
crop. Late in 1944 he was allowed 
an open quota, but storage space 
did not allow him to sell any large 
quantities, so by fhe spring of 194-5 
lfTSny farmers had wheat ^froni 
three crop-years in the bins on the 
farm. 

A ruling was issued by the in¬ 
come tax department in March, 
1945, which stated that any far¬ 
mer selling more than one crop in 
;:ny fiscal year, because of delivery 
quotas, could credit the sale of 
such wheat back to the years in 
which it was grown. This ruling 
was given wide publicity and many 
farmers, - sold large quantities of 
wheat and reported their income 
according to the ruling issued. At 
a later date, the ruling was with¬ 
drawn and income tax assessments 
were based on the year in which 
the grain was sold. This decision 
has placed many Alberta farmers 
iii an’ unfair position in that more 
than one crop was sold in 1945 
while they were only allowed ex¬ 
pense deductions for the one crop 


The Alberta Federation of Agri¬ 
culture reported the unfairness of 
this situation and asked for ad¬ 
justments. On Nov. 12, Ralph 
W alker of Nanton, on behalf of the 
Alberta - Farmers, and H. H. Han- 
nam, president of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture pr< sent- 
eu our case to Dr. J. J. McCann, 
Minister of National Revenue, and 
other income tax authorities, but 
were unable to get an adjustment 
of the situation. 

It is claimed that the ruling is¬ 
sued last spring was an error and i 
would not be perpetuated. This 
does not relieve the farmer who 
acted in good faith and sold large 
quantities of wheat, thus placing 
himself in a veny high income tax 
bracket.”

Citizen Act 


NEW YEAR’S EVE 


On January 1 the Canadian Citi¬ 
zenship Act becomes effective. For 
the first time the naturalization 
statute states that a Canadian cit¬ 
izen is a British subject. A native 
Canadian or a British subject dom¬ 
iciled in Canada, or wives of Cana¬ 
dian servicemen, and all those now 
naturalized are declared to be 
Canadian citizens. In future all 
Canadian passports will carry the 
words “Canadian citizen.” 

Women who marry Canadians 
will qualify for Canadian citizen¬ 
ship one year after establishing 
residence. The bill recognizes the 
right of women to decide their own 
nationality. A Canadian woman, 
marrying a man of other national¬ 
ity, may retain Canadian citizen¬ 
ship if she wishes. 

Non-Canadians who'served in 
the Canadian armed forces outside 
Canada, qualify for citizenship af¬ 
ter one year of such service. 

Naturalized Canadians will lose 
their citizenship if they stay out 
of Canada for six years. 

The ceremony of naturalization 
will be made more impressive in 
the future.

| Matters For 
f U.F.A. Convention

The executives of the United 
Farmers of Alberta and the Unit¬ 
ed Farm Women of Alberta met in 
joint session in Calgary, December 
9th, to complete convention ar¬ 
rangements and deal with matters 
of importance facing farmers. 

The question of an increase in 
freight rates was discussed. The 
executive are closely watching this 
matter and are emphatically op¬ 
posed to any increase being grant¬ 
ed. Freight rates will be further 
discussed at the pre-vention Board 
meeting. 

The bonus also came in for con¬ 
sideration and the executive are 
urging that a bonus of at least 
?5.00 per acre be given for barley 
instead of the present system. 
This matter is being taken up 
with the Hon. James G. Gardiner. 

The executive are also keeping 
in touch with the question of an 
increased price for gasoline. 

Tlie following resolution was 
passed for presentation to the an¬ 
nual convention of the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture; “Re¬ 
solved, that the Federal Govern¬ 
ment be requested to fulfill the 
promise made to Canadian far¬ 
mers that the payments for the 
lf'45-46 wheat crop would be dis¬ 
tributed to the producers as soon 
as that crop is sold instead of 
holding a portion of the money 
for the four year pool.” 

The price of wheat was aLso con¬ 
sidered and the following resolu¬ 
tion will be forwarded to the A.F. 
A. convention: “Resolved, that the 
price paid to the Canadian far¬ 
mer for all wheat sold for use in 
Canada be the same as that f<r- 
wheat sold for export.”
